as to assume that he has not now 
done precisely. that.” 

“To be sure, General Eisenhower 
declared yesterday that he would 
not seek the nomination nor engage 
in any pre-convention politicking. 
Instead, he will await a ‘clear-cut 
call to political duty.’ But six 
months of such tight-rope walking 
will satisfy no one. Silence in Eu- 
rope will leave the American peo- 
ple in complete darkness.
